Side and inside; Report any da- 
mage done; Sign out if leaving 
more than 15 minutes before clos- 
ing time; No drinking at any time; 


School. clothes; and Respect and 
Consideration for Everyone, 

For the time being the Center 
is to be open on Friday and Sat- 
urday evenings from 8 pm to 11pm 
and on Sunday afternoons from 2pm 
to 6 pm, Admission wil! be by 
membership card only, Members 
will be allowed to bring guests 
from out of town, and will be re- 
sponsible for those guests, 

Membership 1s being limited, for 
the time being, to 600 High School 
students, Since the Center 1s on 
St. Thomas Parish property and 
funds were solicited only from the 
parishioners, membership will be 
alloted in the following priority; 

1, Members of St. Thomas CYO 
will automatically be members of 
the Center. Any High School 
student can join the CYO upon com- 
pletion of 2 hours of work at the 
Center and payment of $2 dues 
for the yar, 

2, High School students in the 
Parish, but not in the CYO will be 
known as ‘Associate Members’,

_ This paper does not claim to be a qualified en- 
ginzer, but a more radicai solution than that offered

the answer for the traffic congestion, present and 
coming, at the intersection of Lowell and Woburn 
Streets, 

"The two men have been talking with Uncle Avco 
and the Jackson Brothers, and both of those firms 
have volunteered io donate land worth thousands of 
dollars to the town, to widen Lowell Street and Wo~- 
burn Street, The firms should be commended for their 
generous attitude, : 

The Town Engineer had elaborate charts, show- 
ing traffic flow and kindred subjects, for the Select- 
men’s inspection, Monday night, but he,didn’t seem to 
impress that board very much, His efforts might 
have died aborning if the chairman hadn’t done some 
pene to get a grudging assent from the other mem-

‘The Town Engineer’s proposal will certainly be 
better than the present situation, where at 5pm long 
lines of cars are waiting for the traffic light to change 
But it isn’t enough, And when Smithcraft and other 
firms locate in the South Industria) Park in the next 
year or so, the situation is going to get worse, 

The radical solution ~ and really the most sim- 
ple, is a traffic circle, 

That means the taking of land, privately owned 
land. This is something that the Selectmen are al- 
ways loathe to do, Land taking to those people is 
like picking poison ivy. 

A traffic circle would probably have a diameter 
of 160 to 170 feet, much larger than Lowell Street 
is wide, Lowell Street happens tobe sixty feet wide, 
It would mean the taking of land from Uncle Avco, 
and from the other side top, say acombined measure- 
ment of 100 feet, 

Suppose seventy feet of Avco land were to be 
used, and thirty fee‘ of the land of the late Bobby 
Barrows, The Avco land is that green field with a 
few trees, west of Woburn Street, 

, A traffic circle could be constructed which would 
not only keep all traffic flowing on Woburn and Lo- 
well Streets, but which would let Uncle’s employees 
arrive at work, and leave work, with a mininum 
of pain and practically no delay, x 

If such a circle were to be installed the Engi- 
neers for Uncle would immediately start to figure 
out ways to improve the traffic internally, in that 
Place, too, And they could do it, easily, 

Everyone would benefit except the firms that 
make traffic lights, For this paper’s money a traffic 
circle is the only real answer to a problem that is 
certain to grow in size, and quickly, And the time 
to act is before more buildings have been erected in 
the area - before it is too late,

Plans were shown to the Board 
of Selectmen on Monday, in which 
Ayco would give along strip ofland 
along Lowell Street, and a shorter 
one along Woburn Street, while at 
the same time the Jackson Bro- 
thers would similarly give land 
across the street, at the site of 
the former Gowing-Swain house, 

The Selectmen, however, were 
not 100% enthusiastic, 

Morris said he wanted the Board 
of Selectmen to ‘lay-out’ the new 
Street plans, a function to be per- 
formed only by the Selectmen, The 
‘board, collectively demurred, Fi- 
nally, on motion of George Boy- 
len, with Mrs Drew seconding, the 
board voted for a go-ahead, with 
Selectman Paul Niles apparantly 
not voting. 

Harding had several maps with 
him, one to show the land that 
would be given, and another to show 
the resultant traffic lanes, andtraf 
fic flow, if the streets were wi- 
dened, 

Also to be taken would be a small 
bit of the land at Lucci’s Market, 
and a similar small piece from the 
Barrows property, on the fourth 
corner, 

Harding told the Selectmen that 
if this had been done by the Coun~ 
ty, which is possible, the County 
would then go ahead with a ‘taking’ 
and the town would have to pay for 
the land, He estimated that the 
land which Avco would give to the 
town would be worth about $12,000, 
based on the valuation of Avcoland 
at $18,500 an acre, The land 
which the Jackson Brothers would 
give would be worth about $5000, 
the Town Engineer said, 

Asked about the cost of con- 
structing the new part of the two 
streets gave an estimate 
Of $25,000 to $30,000, 

Boylen asked about doing the 
work under the provisions of the 
Chapter 90 Road Construction pro- 
gram, and Morris said that the 
program was committed for the 
next couple of years, 

Morris, in making the presenta- 
tion, told the Selectmen that it was 
necessary to make a start soon, as 
the traffic problems would be in- 
creasing with the new industries, 
such as Smithcraft, which are now 
locating in the south Industrial 
Park. 

During the discussion Niles was 
concerned with methods of financ- 
ing construction, and the TM was 
instructed to look into the means 
of financing, 


Proposed sale of land 
The Selectmen considered the 
proposed sale of town owned land 
to abutting owners, with members 
of the Planning Board andthe Town 
Counsel called in for consultation, 
Three sites were considered, 
There might be more on the Sel- 
ectmen’s list, but they were not 
discussed, if there are any. 
A Mr Hurwitz wants to buy a 
lot of land at the end of Broad 
Street, He was turned down since 
ft appeared that Mr Hurwitz was 
no longer an ‘abutting owner’, 

Fred Jackson appeared before 
the board to try to purchase three 
lots of land on Temple Street. The 
Planning Board was called into 
consultation on this, and they re- 
Ported to the Selectmen that they 
felt the town should retain the 
three lots, for future playground, 
The town already owns two larger 
lots, beside the three, and a play- 
ground of about 300 feet by 350 
feet could be made, 

Jackson told the Selectmen that 
the Jackson Brothers were the 
‘owners of record’ of Temple St,, 
@ paper street abutting the land, 
The offer to purchase, he felt, was 
rightfully theirs, 
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Selectmen’s Meeting 


defined an abuttor, at the request 
of Mr Gillis, Gillis told the Sel- 
ectmen that the intent and pur~ 
pose of the article voted by the 
town was to see that adjacent land 
owners could buy town land, for 
the purpose of enlarging their own 
houselots, 

Altman, however, ruled other- 
wise, He ruled that an abuttor was 
a land owner contiguous to the 
parcel in question, Gillis groaned. 

Boylen then moved to disapprove 
the sale of the land, saying that the 
Planning Board proposal tomakea 
playground there made sense, The 
vote-was three tonothing, with Mrs 
Drew abstaining (Mr Black was ab- 
sent), 

Mr, Morris had a meeting with 
the Recreation Commission this 
week, The members are George 
Dyas, the newly elected chairman, 
Carl Backman, Betty Dworkle, Ma- 
bel Bliss, Rico Catalano, and Di- 
rector Larry Cushing. Larry will 
make an outline of the existing re- 
creation program to be presented 
to the next meeting to the Board, 

They asked for an appropriation 
for lights for a 250 x 250 area at 
the Town Park for a ball field 
and skating rink in the wintertime 
The cost of clearing Silver Lake 
at the beach and the clearingofthe 
parking area and installation of 
lights for skating in the wintertime 
Miceli said that he would rather 
see more lighing in the school 
areas first, so that they could be 
used more. Mr, Boylen suggested 
that we go back to the use of the 
fire pumper to flood the lake after 
snow aS was done in the past. Mr. 
Niles said that he would like to see 
a program for teenagers, outside 
the athletics, Le, Drama Clubs, 
etc. ~Micell asked if one meeting 
@ month would be enough for the 
commission since the time for the 
budget was approaching, 

Stan Webber appeared and he and 
the Board went into a short execu- 
tive session, 

After ten minutes, Miceli again 
called the meeting to order and 
Tead a memo from the Town Coun 
sel say ing that the land-taking from 
the Grange had been agreed on, Al 
so the deed to the Library pro- 
Perty ‘is on record in land court 
and title ls being transferred from 
the Catholic Church to the Town, 

Niles questioned the signs by the 

DPW for traffic. He was told 
that the ones on Middlesex Avenue 
were coming down and the office 
would be notified as to what was 
going where for signs, 
Niles questioned the lights that 
were at the North Wilmington Rr 
crossing and the way they were 
working, The TM will notify the 
B&M, He also commented on the 
stones and gravel at the Federal 
Street and Middlesex intersection, 
These were attributed to the over- 
loading of gravel trucks, but it is 
@ bad accident corner, When will 
the work be completed on the 
Whitfield School Pedway. The 
TM will check these things, 

Morris said that the total taxes 
assessed on Real Estate for the 
year of 1967 come to $3,226,458,90 
and that the breakdown was as fol-

Report of the Survey Committee 


Evaluation of Education in Wil- 
m‘ngton or in wy community must 
be primarily in terms ofthe exteat 
to which it meets the educational 
needs of all of the youth of the 
community the school serves. In 
this survey careful consideration 
has been given to the school facil- 
ites of Wilmington. The survey 
was primarily concerned with the 
effects that the facilities had on 
the program of stud.2s as well as 
the impact of population growth on 
the facilities, 

For the past decade the Wil- 
mington Public Schools have been 
experiencing a rapid increase of 
student population, Grade organi- 
zational patterns have, for the most 
part, Jeen restricted to the avail- 
able classroom units, However, 
the School Committee has recently 
adopted the 5-3-4 organization pat- 
tern and has set a course ofaction 
to implement this position. Chart 
A indicated the grade organizatioa 
of the elementary, intermediate, 
and high schools as well as the 
dates of construction, Itis evident 
that the new elenentary buildings 
(since 1954) are following the grade 
orgauization adopted by the School 
Committee, whereas the pre-1939

Planning Board 


Cosmo Caterino, owner of the 
Wilmington Development Co., was 
a visitor at the Wilmington Plan- 
ning Board Tuesday night, along 
with Town Manager Sterling Mor- 
ris, 

Caterino told the board that he 
had just about completed a $300 
thousand expansion of the Photon 
property, and that he is about to 
start. construction of an office 
building near the ead of Waltham 
Street, to be occupied by Avco, 

He had used up all the 19 acres 
he has which ts zoned for industry, 
He was now seeking to rezone the 
land between Waltham Street and 

erd Street, along the railroad, 
@ 1s planning to put in a sixty 
too.” wide street, an extension of 
Waltham. Street, to exit on Con- 
cord Street at.a point that will be 
fairly close to the railroad, The 
street would be constructed, he 
sald, under the provisions of the 
Subdivision Control Law, so that 
the Planning Board would have full 
control, 

Caterino told the board that 
there 1s a demand for the type of 
buildings that houses Research and 
Development, in industry, and this 
was the type of building he intended 
to erect, There would be only one 
exit to Concord Street he sald, and 
the greater part of the land along 
Ihat street would be devoted to 
green lawn, 

He told the board that he hopes 
to submit an article for rezoning 
to the next Town Meeting, 


Other business 

The greater part ofthe first hour 
and a half of the meeting was taken 
up with discussion of real estate 
problems, with Wilmington resi- 
dents, 

TWo residents of Dell Drive were 
present at the early part of the 
meeting, ‘discussing their street. 
They described an area of the 
street’ in front of one of the homes 
as being uafinished, and said that 
the Condition had lasted along time, 

Half a dozen interested residents 
of HanSon Road and vicinity were 
present for a mueh longer discus- 
sion, Chairman Gillis told them 
that the map of the work tobe done 
had not been mailed to the devel- 
oper in time, so that he was not in 
a position to act, The residents 
were much concerned lest the work 
not be done-vefore winter sets in, 

After the various residents had 
left the board voted to send a let- 
ter to the developer of Dell Drive, 
asking that he be present at the 
next meeting at 8:30 pm, 


The board discussed a long let- 
ter from Prof, Charles Eliot of 
Harvard, relative tothe planning 
work that is being done for the 
board, 

Among the items in the letter 
was a report on the Official Map 
which, th letter said, would be com- 
pleted by October 17th, Elfot said 
he hoped to be able to come out 
for a discussion, 

He also reminded the board that 
his contract would expire on Oct. 
second, The board decided infor- 
mally that it would like to renew 
his contract, Chairman Gillis, 
speaking of Elfot, said that ‘He is 
the best man (planner) that we have 
had yet, He tells you what should 
be done, and then he goes ahead and 
does things, I think we should con- 
sider extending his contract,’ 

The Planning Board voted to re- 
lease all the remaining lots ofland 
on Roberts Road, as it is now an 
accepted street, and is no longer 
under the jurisdiction ofthe board, 
A bank book, with $8,000, belonging 
to the developer and held in escrow, 
will be returned to him, 

Among the items discussed by 
the board were street signs, Gillis 
told the board that there wasaneed 
for a survey, to find out how many 
of the signs put up a half dozen 
years ago had the names of the 
streets mispelled, He termed the 
work ‘terrible, ‘just carelessness’ 

Town Engineer Arthur Harding 
reported that the Student Engineers 
from Northeastern University had 
completed a survey of Dell Drive, 
and that it seemed that at one 
Place the road was low by acouple 
of feet, He had not had time to 
check the work, and healso wanted 
time to figure out the costs of 
completing the work on Dell Drive, 

Another real estate development 
at Wicks Circle was in trouble, 
he sald, because some stone bounds 
had been misplaced, This was 
serious, he said, because the land 
was ‘land court registered’ andthe 
errors would mean unwinding alot 
of red tape, 

Harding expressed an opinion 
that many real estate developers 
would save themselves a lot of 
money in the long run by hiring 
competent engineers in the first 
place, This opinion was not be- 
cause of the Wicks Drive errors, 
but spoken generally, 

Fordham Road, in the new Tam- 
bone-Barbo Industrial Park off 
Concord Street has been completed 
right to the end, Harding told the 
board, 

The street is 2000 feet long, and
